SEQUEL TO VISIT TO TURKISH 
BATHS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) i 
Benjamin Boloshauer, a ladies’ tailor, 
who had carried on business in Charlotte 
street, Dublin, and now is in business in 
Manchester, brought an action against George 
Lovell, Ltd., proprietors of the Turkish Baths, 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, claiming 
damages for injuries which, he alleged, he 
suffered while in the baths. 
The plaintiff stated that on November 12 
last he visited the Turkish Baths, and while 
sitting on a bench about six inches away from 
the wall in the hot room he accidentally 
touched some of the hot tiles, and was burned 
so badly on the shoulder that he was obliged 
to attend the Meath Hospital for three weeks. 
During that time he could not attend to his 
business, which brought him in from £6 to 


£8 a week. Tt was six weeks afterwards 
before he was able to resume his normal 
work. 


George Waters, an attendant at the baths 
for eighteen years, said that the walls of the 
hot room were made of glazed bricks, and 
at the time when the plaintiff was there the 
temperature was 250 degrees. 

William Stephenson, another attendant, 
said that in all his experience he had not 
known the walls of hot rooms to be protected 
im any way, 

Dr. John Sheridan gave evidence regarding 
the extent of the plaintiff’s injuries. 

Judge Shannon said that, as there was no 
warning regarding the temperature of the 
walls, and no protection of them, he would 
give a decree for £10, and allow plaintiff 
£3 3s. for his expenses in coming from Man 
chester. 

Mr. S. V. Kirwan (instructed by Mr.

The defendant stated that the amount 
agreed upon for the training of these horses 
was £2 a week, and not £2 10s., as claimed 
bv the plaintiff, and that in the case of Miss 
Miranda, which had failed to win in several 
races, the plaintiff promised that if she: did 
not win a race before August he would charge 
nothing for her training or keep. 
Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. 
James Fagan), who appeared for the plain- 
tiff. said that the Court would not be troubled 
with the action, as the parties had come 
together and agreed on a compromise, the 
terms being that the defendant should pay 


£70 in lieu of the £86 13s. 3d. claimed in

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STORIES OF HENRIETTA 
STREET, 


Seen 
(By GEORGE HUBAND.) 


N the opening years of the eighteenth 
—e a pleasant parcel of land 
watered by the Bratlogue Stream, 
called Ancaster’s Park, lay on the west 
side of that part of Drumcondra lane 
which is now known as Bolton street. It 
was situate originally within the bailiwick 
of the Great Abbey of St.. Mary, and was 
the of one Sir Richard Reynell. 
This gentleman—Devonshire born—dur- 
a ait © aoe following the Restoration 
had filled the Irish offices of Serjeany at 
Law (1673), Judge of the Common Pleas 
sd , and Chief Justice of the King’s 
nch (1600). Towards the close of the 
century, on relingquishment of this last 
office, like to some of his modern 
successors, the baronet retired to England, 
and made his abode at Laleham, Middle- 
sex, where was signed the deed, purport- 
ing, in consideration of £850, to convey 
both the interest of himself and his son in 
Ancaster’s Park to Luke Gardiner, of 
Dublin (1721). 
This latter gentleman, the earlier part 
of whose history is wrapped in mystery, 
was one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent men of his day. He controlled 
a large amount of ready money, and was 
the possessor of vast properties in the city 
and throughout the country, but his 
origin was rumoured to have been from 
the humble position of either steward or 
footman. Nevertheless, he seems to have 
been not lacking in ability, as he was 
Deputy Vice-Treasurer for Ireland, in 
addition to being a member of the Privy 
Councik His history appears more inter- 
esting when it is remembered that he was 
founder of the distinguished family whose 
name and title are perpetuated in 
Gardiner street and Mountjoy square, and 
from which sprang'!that Ear] of Blessing- 
ton, who in the early nineteenth century 
did so much to dissipate the ancestral 
fortune so carefully and arduously put 


together. 
THE FIRST LORD FARNHAM. 


In 1744 a portion of the ground 
mentioned was leased by Luke Gardiner 
to Nathanie] Clements, another noted man 
of the period, and father of the first Ear! 
of Leitrim. As Teller of the Exchequer, 
Clements commanded much political 
power, controlled the nation’s finances, 
and secured therefrom an annual income 
said to have amounted to £8,000. In 
addition, he enjoyed the office of Ranger 
of the Phenix Park for a period of thirty 
years, during which time he had erected 
for himself the mansion once known as 
Ashtown Lodge, purchased by the Govern- 
ment for £25,000. and since used as. Vice- 
regal Lodge and  Governor-General’s 
residence. 

To these and other sources of income. 
Clements added a further one still—the 
erection and sale of houses; and in 
this category he was responsible for the 
completion on Ancaster’s Park of the 
mansions now to be recognised as tene- 
ments 3, 4 and 5 Henrietta street. By 
deed dated 15th October, 1747, “in con- 
sideration of £1,965 3s. 28d. sterling,”’ 
John Maxwell, M.P., of Farnham, Co. 
Cavan, purchased from Clements the. 
premises No. 4 in said street for use as 
a town residence. During his occupancy 
thereof John Maxwell, “Chief or Onlv 
Prothonotary of the Common Pleas” at 
£1,000 per annum, was created Baron 
Farnham (1756): and later his son and 
successor, Robert, was advanced to a 
Viscounty (1761) and an Earldom (1763) 


HENRIETTA CANTILLON. 


Robert, second Lord Farnham, who held 
the office of Prothonotary, as well as 
another very remunerative sinecure in the 
Birmingham Tower, Dublin Castle, which 
he sold for a cash payment of £7,000, had 
married Henrietta, the widowed Countess 
of Stafford—a lady of romantic and 
historic associations. Only daughter of 
an frishman, Philip Cantillon—a Paris 
banker, once rival to, and Jater partner 
of, the notorious Scotsman, John Law of 
‘* Mississippi Scheme ’’ fame, and founder 
of the Royal Bank of France—the 
beautifr] Henrietta “antillon was early 
left an orphan through the murder of her 
father* by his butler in London. She 
espoused as her first husband the Ear] of 
Stafford. By his death (1743) she became 
a widow, wealthy, attractive, and still 
young, who, by marrying Robert Lord 
Farnham (1750), was destined afterwards 
to grace the balls, card parties, receptions 
and social functions generally that took 
place with such frequency within the 
precincts of Farnham House, Henrietta 
street. 

After the demise of this noble lady 
(1761) Lord Farnham took as second wife 
Lady Sarah Upton (1777), also a widow, 
who brought him a fortune of £40,000. 
The only issue surviving of the two 
marriages was a daughter of the first 
wife—the Honourable Henrietta Maxwell, 
who, on the death of her parents, became 
sole owner of the house. Her uncle, 
Barry, third Lord Farnham, found a new 
town residence in the then residential and 
highly fashionable Sackville street. 


FROM FAME TO SQUALOR. 


Henrietta Maxwell, described in the 
settlement (1780) as “a minor aged 21 
years and upwards,’’ was married to the 
Hon. Denis Daly, of Galway, from that 
house in Henrietta street, in which she 
was to spend so much of her time for the 
ensuing seventy years. She and her 
husband, till his death in 1792, enjoyed 
life’s fleeting pleasures to the full, but in 
her latter days, when widowed and aged 
(and, naturally, no longer able for 
strenuous nights and laborious days), she 
turned to religion for consolation and 
became, in fact, a very strict Wesleyan. 
The year 1847 was the last of hers, and 
her son, Lord Dunsandle’s occupancy of 
No. 4 Henrietta street, the nobleman, whd 
died in that year, being the last titled 
person who actually made his residence iu 
the street. Lady Henrietta Daly, grand- 
daughter of the first Lord Farnham, died 
in her Wicklow residence (1650), paving in 
her span of life bridged a period of time 
extending from the reign of George IT. to 
well into that of Victoria, and witnessed 
Henrietta street at the zenith of its fame 
as a fashionable quarter, as well as the. 
approach of its present state of squalor 
and slumdom. 

On the abandonment by Lady Daly of 
Farnham House its future occupancy was 
destined to be closely identified with the 
Trish land question. In 1849 the premises 
were taken over as additional temporary 
accommodation in connection with the 
administration of the Incumbered. Estates 
Act, and its successor the Landed 
Fatates Act— those early efforts towards 


the amelioration of the distressful con- 
ditions under which both owner and 
tenant of much of the Irish soil then 


groaned. The sale of the house itself to 
the late Tristram Kennedy actually came 
under the provisions of these Acts, The 
intention of Mr. Kennedy was to remodel 
the ises (as had been done already in 
the case of other houses in the street), aud 
to ehambers for barristers cnd 
at the King’s Inns. For some 
reason the idea did not fructify, and on 
the removal of the Landed Estates Court 
to the Four Courts the house for some 
years following remainei in the category 
vacant.” -

Trish Roads in Argentina. 


Incredible as it may appear, a long 
series Of bottle-making experiments in 
Dublin have gone far to solve the problem 
of road-making in the Republic of Argen- 
tj tina. Mr. R. H. King, a member of the 
well - known Ringsend bottle - making 
family—an engineer- 
in gs graduate of 
T.C.D., and civil 
engineer with world 
experience—returning 
to Dublin a few years 
ago to study the 
problems of coast 
erosion in partner- 
ship with Lord 
Headley, found him- 
self immersed in the 
problem of improvis- 
ing machinery’ to 
keep Ireland supplied 
with bottles during 
the Great War. The 
vlass-making process employed, I gather,

involved the application of very hich 
temperatures to certain kinds of sand. 
Having achieved his immediate purpose, 
and finding himself up against the 
prospects of civil war in Ireland, Mr. 
King sought fresh fields of professional 


activity in South America, where he soon 
discovered that one of the most pressing 
needs was the provision of highways for 
motor transport. 


Highways of Glass. 


Unlike Ireland, it appears that nature 
has denied Argentina the first essential 
ingredients of road construction. With 
superabundant supplies of sand, stone is 
virtually unobtainable. So the problem 
was to turn loose sand into the equivalent 
of rock, and it was here that Mr. King’s 
bottle-making experiments came to the 
rescue with results which have been 
described and illustrated at great length 
in the Press of Buenos Aires. Roughly, 
as I understand the process, it consists of 
huge travelling furnaces which blow heat 
at 2,000 degrees Farenheit into the natural 
sand surfaces downwards, and so leave in 
their trail strips of glass, or ‘‘ calcined ”’ 
sand, of sufficient width and depth to 
carry highways which withstand the 
heaviest traffic. Utterances of the engi- 
neers and other representatives of the 
Argentine Government indicate that Mr. 
King’s experience at Ringsend is destined 
to make a big contribution to the whole 
future of a gigantic territory where road 
transport is a first essential. Yet there 
are people who would turn Ireland into 
a compound from which her young men 
could not escape to do the worlds’ work ! 
For myself, I am pleased that Dublin 
has sent one of its sons to make such a 
romantic and real contrillution to the 
welfare of mankind, 


A Pembroke Complaint. 


I wish that the Pembroke Council would 
take some steps to “ tidy up ” the Dodder 
bank. A few days ago I took that pretty 
walk along the river bank from Clon- 
skeagh to Eglinton road. This would be 
as nice a walk as there is in Pembroke 
district if it were not for the rubbish 
dumps that are shot into the river, pre- 
sumably from Beaver row, on the opposite 
bank. There are rusty tin cans, derelict 
baths, empty petrol tims and large quanti- 
ties of cinders and waste paper, which 
spoil and disfigure an otherwise pretty 
view, Another blot on the landscape is 
the mill stream running from Donnybrook 
village to Herbert Park. This stream is 
also choked up with the ubiquitous tin 
cans and empty buckets. A very little 
care would make the Dodder bank an 
attractive promenade, and I am sure that 
the kingfishers on the river would appre- 
ciate the removal of insanitary bedding 
and old sack, containing I know not what. 
that I saw in the river bed below Balls- 
bridge. 

I should think that an enterprising col- 
lector of old iron, who was not afraid of 
getting his feet wet, would reap quite a 
profitable harvest from the river bed. I 
hope something will be done to prevent 
further dumping of rubbish in the river.

He was, of course, an expert on every- 
thing that relates te the Scandinavian 
countries and delighted in his Danish 
ancestry. My friend tells me that the 
chairman’s observations did not conclude 
for two hours, but so enthralled were his 
listeners with his wealth of knowledge that 
not one of them moved from his place 
until Dr. Sigerson had finished what he 
had to say long after the last trams were 
shut up in their dépdts. The lecturer’s 
acquaintance with his subject was, I 
believe, schoolboyish compared with his 
chairman’s.

about this native of Ireland, as he makes 
his occasional appearance in the social 
and historic life of the Irish nation from 
the earliest times down to our own day. 
From the very dawn of history, Ireland 
has been famous for her hunting dogs. 
The Sons of Usnach, it will be remem- 
bered, carried one hundred and fifty 
hounds with them in their flight to Scot- 


land; and Deirdre, mourning over their 
graves, laments that ‘‘ their ds were 
now without their hunters.” In a legend 


of the first century, A.D., we read how 
the Kings of Ulster and Connacht bid 
ms one another up to 6,000 cows for 

e possession of a celebrated greyhound, 
and afterwards same 
object. 


FROM LEGEND TO HISTORY. 


Perhaps, the most famous of all the 
legendary hunting dogs was Finn Mac 
Cumhail’s Conbee, the favourite and best- 
loved among the three hundred in his 
kennels— 

““Conbee of perfect symmetry, 

I have not seen a more exvert of foot, 

In the wake of wild boar or stag.”’ 

Forsaking legend for history, we find 
Symmachus, Roman Consul in the year 


fought for the 


A.D. 391, writing to his brother 
Flavianus, thanking him for a gift of 
seven Irish dogs for the arena. ** All 
Rome view them with wonder, and 


fancied that they must have been brought 
hither in iron cages.’’ All through the 
Middle Ages we come across feferencés 
to them, and in all cases they are re- 
garded, not merely as useful, but as 
extremely valuable presents, fit for the 
kennel of Emperor or King. 

Thus, in 1210, King John of England 
gives an Irish wolfhound to Llewellyn, 
Prince of Wales; Edward I. orders 
‘‘ deer-hunting braches’’ to be sent to 
him from Ireland; Edward III. sends his 
huntsman, Reginald, to this country to 
procure hunting dogs. Philip Roche of 
Kinsale sent two greyhounds to Thomas 
Cromwell in 1535. Henry VIII. procures 
greyhounds from Ireland for the Spanish 
Duke of Albuquerque in 1545; -Shane 
O’Neill presents Queen Elizabeth with 
two hounds from his Ulster kennel in 
1562. Father Campion, the author of 
“ A History of Ireland,” writing from 
this country in 1571, describes the Irish 
hunting dogs as being “ bigger of bone 
and limb than a colt.” They would need 
to be fine animals; for at this time Ire- 
land was covered with forests, which, in 


turn, were infested with wolves of4a 
particularly dangerous: and  feracious 
nature. 


FOREIGN ESTEEM. 


That the Irish wolfhounds were highly 
prized by foreign kings may be seen from 
the following letter of Henry of France 
to the Earl of Essex:—‘‘ To the other 
obligations I aim. under to you Í must 
add this one, that you procure me a 
greyhound of Ireland and a bitch of the 
same race, in order that I may keep up 
the breed. You know how much I love 
the chase, and this gift will enable me to 
while away time, and sometimes to cap- 
ture wild boars.’’ Evidently the hunting 
dogs of Ireland were versatile animals, 
ready to hunt wolves, deer, or ‘boars, as 
the occasion demanded. 

In the same year (1596) the well-known 
Spanish poet, Lope de Vega, wrote a 
sonnet about the Irish wolfhound, laud- 
ing its beauty, fleetness and strength. A 
year later Dr. Peter Lombard, Primate 
of Armagh, describes the Irish dogs as 
being ‘‘ the fairest and best hunting dogs 
in all Europe.” That their fame had 
spread beyond the confines of Europe 
may be gauged from the fact that Sir 
Thomas Roe was engaged, early in the 
seventeenth century, in procuring Irish 
wolfhounds for the Great Mogul. History 
is silent as to how they fared at the 
Court of that very autocratic monarch, 
but one can hardly imagine them settling 
down contentedly so far from the 
friendly forests and green hills of their 
Western home. 

Primate Ussher presented Cardinal 
Richelieu with one, and the Lord 
Deputies were constantly being asked to 
send their English, French, and Spanish 
friends ‘‘ good hunting dogs from Ire- 
land.”’ 


SHAKESPEARE AND IRELAND. 


Rinuccini, the Papal Nuncio, tells us 
in his memoirs that he took back with 
him a wolfhound from Ireland when he 
left this country for Italy in 1649; he 
presented it to the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany. It had formerly belonged to 
the first Duke of Ormonde, and came into 
the Nuncio’s possession at. Kilkenny in 
1646. It was ‘‘a most noble Colossus, 
very well able to overcome wolves and 
stags in fleetness, fighting and power; an 
animal, which by his majesty, great size. 
his marvellous variegations of colour, and 
the proportions of his limbs is so valuable 
as to be a gift to be presented to any 
Emperor in the world.” Towards the 
end of the seventeenth century the Irish 
Government forbade the export of these 
dogs, owing to the prevalence of wolves. 
and any that left the country during this 
period were smuggled out ; but, doubtless. 
the risk amply repair their owners, for 
Irish dogs could always command a very 
good price then, and now. 
Lovers of Shakespeare. will recollect the 
Irish ‘‘ brach’’ mentioned as belonging 
to Hotspur in Henry IV. :- : 
Lady Hotspur—Lie still, ye thief, and hear

PARLIAMENTARY MEASURES. 
The Northern House of Commons will 
resume its deliberations to-morrow, and 
Lord Craigavon, who has arrived at Stor- 
mont Castle, looking hale and hearty, 
should have something interesting to sa 
if he decides to make a statement regar«- 
ing the general political situation. The 
two outstanding measures to be presented 
are the De-rating Bill and what is 
popularly known as the “ Flappers’’ Bill, 
both in consonance with Bri legisla- 
tion. As the former is intended to give 
relief to agriculture and industry, it will 
have the sympathy of every section of the 
House, while the young women’s bill 
though, perhaps, not cordially welcomed 
by everyone, should not create much con- 
troversy. This does not mean, however, 
that the session will be a dull one. 
With Mr. Joseph Devlin leading the 
official Opposition, the Government will 
have plenty to engage its attention, as it 
is unlikely that the Nationalist chief will 
allow any opportunity to pass where he 
can harass the Unionist leaders. The 
great strugule will come when the bill to 
abolish proportional representation and 
establish single-member constituencies will 
be introduced next year, and it has even 
been suggested that the Imperial Govern- 
ment should be asked to intervene to pro- 
tect the rights and privileges. of the 
minority. The British authorities have 
enough troubles of their own, and it is 
hardly likely that they will bother much 
about the north-east corner of Ireland. 
Moreover, the Northern Government is not 
acting without its book. 


A HOPELESS AGITATION. 
The need for plain speaking by the 


Northern Government in view of the 
persistent attempts by the extreme wing 
of the Temperance Party to shackle the 
Administration, has been urged in this 
column recently, and the statement made 
on the subject during the week-end by 
Mr. Pollock, the Deputy Prime Minister, 
has been welcomed as the considered deci- 
sion of the Cabinet. The policy of the 
Government is definite and conclusive, 
and there will be no shirking of the issue. 
In the course of his speech Mr. Pollock 
described the ‘‘ tearing, raging campaign 
of certain clerics and their supporters as 
a hopeless agitation, and criticised their 
Lord Craigavon and his 


attacks upon 
Ministers as vulgar and abusive. They 
had slandered their own country, he 


declared, and he went on to say that the 
Government and Parliament of Northern 
Ireland have done more for the cause of 
temperance during their short tenure of 
office than all the temperance organisa- 
tions and all the platform and pulpit 
orators have accomplished in the last 
half-century. The sting of that criticism 
is that it is true. In the Six Counties 
temperance legislation has advanced along 
reasonable lines, and its laws have had 
beneficent results, abolishing many old- 
time evils which still exist in other 
countries. 


NO COERCIVE MEASURE. 


The history of all nations shows that 
‘coercion ” carries in itself the seeds of 
failure, and to every lover of freedom, and 
especially to Irishmen, it is peculiarly 
repulsive. It will not do, and as Mr. 
Pollock has pointed out, there will be no 
local option or any other far-reaching 
restrictive measures so long as the present 
rulers are in control. He contended that 
if it were conceivable that prohibition were 
established, the geographical position of 
the Six Counties, with four hundred miles 
of a sea and land frontier, would develop 
in 


an inferno of appalling conditions 
boot-legging, smuggling, and itlicit dis- 
tillation. Quite so; but although the 


prohibitionists have been challenged to 


explain how their policy could be enforced 
with an open border and a hostile 
populace at home, they have always 


refrained from touching upon that aspect 
of the problem. The wise course lies in 
the spread of education ; for an intelligent 
people may be relied upon to be tempe- 
rate in all things, even in speech. 
Shortly, that appears to be Mr. 
Pollock’s opinion, and he has the support 
of a strong following. His final words 
are significant of the situation. “ If 
these temperance fanatics,’’ he says, 
“are able to overwhelm the present 
Government, as they seem anxious to do, 
and form a Government of their own, they 
will find themselves impotent, because the 
Nationalists will hold the balance of 
power, and if they merely break up the 
Unionist Party, as they seem bent on 
doing, then they will compass the ruin of 
Ulster” He added that their only 
alternative would be a merger with the 
South, with everything which that implied. 
Mr. Pollock’s pronouncement has created 
consternation in temperance circles where

Several years have elapsed since 
the first sod was turned, and it would he 
well if a periodical report of the progress 
mnade were published for the information 
of the public. 


A VITAL PROBLEM. 


The importance of technical instruction 
in relation to industry and commerce was 
stressed by Viscount Charlemont, Minister 
of Education, at a meeting in Larne last 
Friday evening. It was, he said, a vital 
problem, in view of foreign competition ; 
for, while fifty years ago the tide of inter- 
national trade was all in our favour, we 
had now to strain every effort to retain 
our position. This is all very true. In a 
scientific age like the present there is no 
room for outworn methods, and the people 
who keep abreast of modern requirements 
are those who sueceed. Boys and girls 
who pass through technical schools are 
better equipped for the batt'e of life than 
those who do not receive such. instruction, 
and they have a better chance of finding 
employment. 

Moreover, educated employés raise the 
standard of theit work, no matter how 
lowly it may be, and help to promote a 
better atmosphere. Dr. Livingstone, the 
Vice-Chancellor of Queen’s University, has 
repeatedly advocated a closer association 
between the college and industry, each to 
a large degree being dependent on the 
other for the best result. Industry, 
intelligently controlled by educated 
experts, is more certain of success, anil 
when that becomes generally recognised the 
halls of the universities will be thronged 
with students seeking commercial and 
industrial careers. There is always room 


at. the top for good men. ' 
EDUCATION IN AGRICULTURE. 


In an agricultural country like Ireland 
the example of the Danish High Folk 
Schools is worth considering. It was 
largely due to the influence of these insti 
tutions, founded by a peasant named 
Christen Kold, on the idealism of Bishop 
Grundtving, who died in 1872, that 
Denmark’s agricultural produce has 
gained such a commanding position in the 
British market. Briefly stated, the 
students in these schools are between 18 
and 25 years of age, and they receive an 
education which makes them better men 
and women in a spiritual and intellectua!| 
atmosphere, and also teaches them te 
become better farmers, an important con 
sideration..

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THE CHURCHES’ NEED 
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JOHN WESLEY’S MESSAGE 
FOR: TO-DAY. 

“John Wesley's Message for To-day’ was 
the subject of an address given by the Rew 
John E. Neill at the annual Harvest Thanks- 
giving Service held last night in Charleston 
road Methodist Church, Dublin. 

The lecturer said that the Church to which 
they belonged was the result of Wesleys six 
years’ cork in lreland—a very fair propor- 
tion of his life to be given to this country. 
In a passing reference to unity he said: 
We are not yet in sight of unity, and I 
hope we shall not have a dull, dead unity ; 
hut I do hope we shall become, in all our 
(hurches, more and more friendly, until in 
the warmth of friendship and fellowship we 
shall find ourselves united. 

Mr. Neill went on to say that it was now 
recognised beyond all doubt by students of 
15th centuray history that Wesley's work 
war not only religiously, but socially, funda- 
mental. By all thoughtful historians he was 
onsidered one of the great figures of Eng- 
and in that century. He changed the face 
eo! England. Wesley's message in his day 
as a clear recall to the experiences of the 
New Testament—a message which had up to

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SOME OBSTACLES TO THEIR 
DEVELOPMENT. 


ADDRESS BY Mh. FINIAN 
LYNCH. 


- 


Mr. Finian Lynch, Irish Free State Minister 
for Fisheries, was the principal speaker at a 
meeting of the local branch of Cumann na 
nGaedheal, held last night in the Town Hall, 
Limerick. 

He spoke of the achievements of the 
various Government Departments. The De- 
partment of Justice, he said, could claim 
credit for a highly efficient police force and a 
smoothly-running judicial system. The Army 
was a credit to the Department of Defence. 
The Department of Industry and Commerce 
was responsible for the Shannon Scheme. 
Marvellous improvements im the roads and in 
the public health services had been brought 
about by the Local Government Department. 

As regards the fisheries, Mr. Lynch said— 
I think I can claim without boasting that the 
conditions of our inland fisheries to-day, as 
compared with the state they were in some 
five or six years ago, indicates pretty clearly 
the time and labour which have been devoted 
to their betterment. In the case of our sea 
fisheries we have not yet attained to that 
stage of development which I should wish to 
see; but this result is due more to lack of 
that enterprise by which this industry has 
been faceless’ in other countries than to 
want of effort or encouragement from my 
Department. In inshore fishing the Depart- 
ment has assisted the fishermen to procure 
boats and gear, and, in spite of some unfor- 
tunate experiences, will continue to do so 1p 
proper cases. 

Better opportunities for marketing the fish 
could, no doubt, be provided, and that part 
of the industry might, perhaps, be better 
organised, and I have under consideration the 
question how these ends can best be en- 
couraged and realised. 


STEAM-TRAWLING. 

The great wealth of our 
rather in the high seas 
our coasts—is, however, to be won 
by first-class steam trawlers. We 
allow these fishing grounds at present to be 
worked by the steam trawlers of other coun- 
tries, and they are almost wholly neglected 
by us. This fishing cannot, however, be 
done by my Department or by individual 
fishermen, but must be undertaken by per- 
sons or companies with sufficient capital to 
employ first-class trawlers. My Department 
will be prepared to encourage and assist any 
ag T3 directed towards this end, and I 

ope that some effort of that sort will be 
made. 

I am having the whole position of the 
fisheries very carefully reviewed, to see what 
additional efforts may be practicable to 
further their development, and 1 think that 
there is room at the moment for a certain 
amount of optimism. 

Mr. Blood-Smyth said that no one could 
foresee what effects the Shannon electricity 
undertaking would have on the Shannon 
fishery until the scheme was completed. He 
felt assured that Mr. Lynch Saul have ex- 
ert advice on this matter, and that 
oss incurred would be made good. 

In reply to Mr. J. J. O’Brien, the Ministet 
said that the Limerick Corporation would 
be safeguarded against any interference with 
the water supply by the power station, or 
any other constructions erected under the 
Shannon scheme.

BEARING OF HIS WORK UPON 
THE CHURCH TO-DAY. 


The Metropolitan Hall, Dublin, was 
crowded last night, when Mr. J. A. Kensit 
delivered his lantern lecture, entitled: 


‘** Life, Times and Triumphs of my Martyred 
Father.” 

The Rev. T. C. Hammond, who presided, 
said that Mr. J. A. Kensit had been sg si; 
on nobly and indefatigably the work whic 
his father had committed to his charge. In 
the recent battle which resulted in the re- 
jection of the Revised Book of Common 
Prayer in the House of Commons, Mr. J. A. 
Kensit played a very noble and a very 
earnest part. 

Mr. Kensit, in the course of his address, 
said that the battle which his father began 
had not finished, and whether they revered his 
memory or not they agreed that ha was a 
brave fighter, and that he fought with clean 
weapons. John Kensit threw down the 
gauntlet to Ritualism, because he believed 
that Ritualism meant the undoing of his 
Church and of the nation, and the fight 
which he waged against Anglo-Catholicism 
was still being waged, and waged with the 
same fervency as in his day. Anglo- 
Catholicism had attacked, and continued to 
attack with ruthless hand, all that they held 
dear as Protestant Churchmen. 

One thing that had been established during 
recent months was that the latent Pro- 
testantism of the English people was no 
negligible quantity. In spite of a British 
Prime Minister, a British Primate and the 
whole Bench of Bishops, proposals to give 
official recognition to principles antagonistic 
to the Protestantism of the Church of Eng- 
land had been turned down by Parliament. 
The Reformation never came about be- 
cause of the 4uarrels or whims of Tudor 
kings or queens, said Mr. Kensit. Father 
Knox on Sunday last was quite erroneous in 
his estimate of the great thing that led the 
English people to seek the objects of the 
Reformation. It was, according to Father 
Knox, because of the order of Queen 
Elizabeth that the great mass of the English 
people became attached to the Church of 
England. There could be no more grotesque 
view of the situation than that. The reason 
why the English people became attached to 
the Reformation was owing to Tyndal’s great 
work in putting the Word of God in the 
language of the people, and putting tho 
language of truth into their hands.

Assistant Secretary of the Free State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for Ireland, was the guest of the, Limerick 
Rotary Club at its weekly meeting yesterday. 


tourist industry he spoke of its importance to 
the country, and referred to its great success 
on the Continent. Travel, he said, was a 
great educational agency, and, as an influence 
in promoting international amity, was one 
of the best things in the world.. Ireland was 
really an undiscovered country. For many 
years it had been pictured as an undesirable 
place to come to, but at the present time he 
could assure people from. the other side that 
they would receive a very hearty welcome to 
Ireland. And it was an almost undiscovered 
country to many Irish people themselves, who 
should see more of their own land. 

There had been an improvement in the 
hotel accommodation in Ireland, but they 
wanted some larger and up-to-date hotels in 
many parts of the country. He observed that 
there were people who did not like to see 
capital brought into the country, but who 
were not willing to expend it themselves. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

Referring to the Shannon scheme, he said 
that, he was delighted to see that great move- 
ment. He referred to the great success of 
electrical schemes in France and other Con- 
tinental countries in the development of in- 
dustries. Industries would follow cheap 
power, and, though he did not know whether 
they would completely industrialise Ireland—~ 
they did not want to do that—cheap power 
could be utilised for the development of in- 
dustries which were natural to the country, 
such as the woollen industry. 

After a discussion, in which some of the 
speakers referred to the need for improved 
hotel accommodation in country districts, the 
President, Dr. Fogerty, conveyed the thanks 
of the meeting to Mr, Fletcher for his 
address.

Free State Footwear. 


Some illuminating figures are published 
by the Free State Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce concerning the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes in the Saorstat. 
The figures relate to the year 1926—two 
years after the imposition of an ad 
valorem tariff of fifteen per cent., or three 
Shillings in the pound, on all imported 


footwear. During the year under review 
one hundred and five establishments 


in the Free State produced boots and 
shoes to the total value of £193,201; while 
the gross total of footwear and repairs 
produced by all the manufacturers and 
cobblers in the Free State was £401,845. 
This output provided salaries and wages 
to the extent of £128,476. In order to 
make even this limited production 
possible we find that raw materials to the 
extent of £200,307 were imported. Of 
the sole leather that was used during the 
year, £85,451 worth was imported, while 
only £1,459 worth was purchased in the 
Free State. The figures for native produce 
in comparison with imports are even more 
surprising. Apart from repairs, the gross 
value of boots and shoes produced in the 
Free State during the twelve months 
under review was £337,290, as against 
£1,708,769 worth of imports. On the 
basis of 3s. in the pound the amount of 
duty that was paid on these imports by 
the consumer was more than £250,000, or 
a sum representing more than £2,000

A new kind sof trade union is being 
established at ‘Geneva. Hitherto society 
has been accustomed-to regard trade unions 
as, the privileged preserve of. manual 
workers. Organised labour has -arrogated 
to itself the right to represent the 
“workers ” of the world, as if nobody ever 
did any work except with a pick-axe or a 
shovel. The new group at Geneva, which 
is known as the Intellectual Workers’ 
Advisory Committee, and will operate under 
the auspices of the International Labour 
Office, may have nothing to do with the 
proletariat; but it certainly represents a 
most important class of workers. Among 
its original members are Herr Einstein, 


the ‘relativity’ expert; Madame 
Curie, of radium fame; Herr Miller, 


Vice-President of the German Reichstag ; 
and Dr. Inazo Nitobe, a peer of Japan. 
The type of worker on whose behalf the 
Committee _ proposes to work, knows 
nothing of the eight-hour day. How many 
hours per diem does a man like Einstein 
-or -a woman like Madame Curie work? 
There is no minimum wage. Thousands of 
devoted men and women are toiling day 
and night to wrest the secrets of science 
from a reluctant nature; and often receive 
Salaries at which 4 scavenger would turn 
up his nose. Yet these are the men and 
the women who make modern industry 
possible, Without their work the trade 
unionists could not earn a sixpence; for 
they are the brains behind the machines. 
We do not know to what extent the new 
organisation will serve the interests of the 
‘‘ intellectual workers,” but it is interest- 
ing to note that the first subject of inquiry 
will be ‘‘ newspaper combines.” Moscow, 
no doubt, will regard the movement with 
the gravest suspicion. Sovietism depends 
entirely on the ignorance of the workers 
from whom it derives its ‘strength, and, if 
the intelligence of the world unites to 
defeat it, the lords of the Kremlin will 
have a short lease of power.

THE RIGHT HON. CHARLES A. 

0'CONNOH. 
The Irish public, and particularly members 
of the legal profession, will hear with sincere 
regret of the death of the Right Hon. Charles 
Andrew O'Connor, which occurred yesterday 
at: his residence, Thurloe square, London, 
after a short illness. í 
Mr. O'Connor was born at Roscommon in 
1854, so that he had just turned his seventy- 
third vear. He was the son of a solicitor, 
and was a Master of Arts and Senior Modera- 
tor of Dublin University: He received his 
early education at St. Stanislaus College, 
Tullamore. He was called to the Bar in 
1878, and in 1894 he was admitted to the 
Inner Bar as Queen’s Counsel. He was 
elected a Bencher of the King’s Inns in 
1896. Mr. O’Connor’s amiable disposition 
and natural courtesy made him a general 
favourite with his colleagues at the Bar 
and with the public, and he soon acquired a 
large practice in the Chancery Court.

In- his student days Mr. O'Connor was 
Auditor of the College Historical Society, 
and later he was chosen as a member of the 
governing body of University College, Dub- 
lin. He married Blanche, daughter of Mr. 
James Scully, of Shanballymore, County 
Tipperary. For twelve years he occupied the 
Bench as Master of the Rolls, and after the 
judicial system was changed by the Frée 
State Government in 1924 he continued to act 
for a time as one of the High Court Judges. 
In May, 1925, he retired from office and. 
took up his résidence in London. 
sar, O'Connor was respected as a judge 
who dispenséd justice firmly and _ even- 
handedly. In the stormy days of the Anglo- 
Trish struggle before the establishment of the 
Free State he took a very independent line in 
dealing with cases of persons accused of poli- 
tical offences. He was a member of ‘the 
Reform Club and the: Atheneum Club, Lon- 
don, and of the St. Stephen’s Green Club, 
Dublin.

Motor Insurances. 

A misunderstanding has arisen: with 
regard to the changes recently made tn 
the terms of motor accident Insurance 
policies. A number of insurance 
companies have acreed upon a fcommon 
form of policy, and m= securing, this 
uniformity there mav be a few conces- 
sions. or a few restrictions, compared with 
policies formerly in use; but the altera- 
tion was not made with the idea of placing 
fresh restrictions upon motorists. One of 
the concessions in the new form of policy 
renders the companies liable in respect 
of damage by frost. a pomt upon which 
some of the older policies were obscure. 
No change has been made in the rates of 
premium, but most «f the compamies 
complain that so far they have obtained 
a meagre percentage of profit upon motor 
car insurance business. 


Graded Eggs. 


The example of Ireland in the grading 
of eggs will be followed in this country 
early next year, when the Grading Act, 
passed last session, will come into oper- 
tion. The right to use a national mark 
will be given to producers who handle 
10,800 egus weekly durimg nine months ol 
the year, on the condition that the eggs 


are properly graded and packed. It 1s 
expected. that this will give an immense 


impetus to egg production : for, while a 
number of egg-packing stations are now 
in existence, a great many more will be 
required, and steps are being taken to 
provide them. Once the egg producer ia 
assured of a sale, he will take greater 
care than is usually the case now. The 
eggs exhibited at the various exhibitions 
under the auspices of the Irish Free State 
Trade Commission here provided an object- 
lesson, and one that probably has been 


learned.

FRENCH SCIENTIST’S

PRODUCTION OF RARE 
GASES. 
From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 
An interesting claim was made to-day 
before a meeting of the Academy of 
Science by Professor Georges Claude, the 
celebrated French chemist, who gave an 
account of his experiments in extracting 
gases from the atmosphere. 
He stated that he had succeeded in 
obtaining in commercial quantities kryp- 
ton and xenon gases, which have hitherto 
been so difficult to separate; that xenon 
has been sold in England at about £2,800 
a litre (1.76 pints), or at nearly the price 
of radium. 
Professor Claude claimed that it was 
now possible to produce several litres a 
day of these gases, which were more 
soluble in water, 
It is hoped that this discovery will make 
it possible to place an abundant supply 
of these guses at the disposal] of industry 
and science, 
[Krypton gas, discovered in 1898 by Sir 
William Ramsay, is contained in the atmos- 
phere to the extent of one part in twenty 
million. It has also been separated from 
the gases evolved from various mineral 
springs, such as the King’s spring at Bath. 
Xenon is a rare elementary gas, existing in 
the atmosphere to the extent of one part in 
one hundred and seventy million. ]

about 2lb. of meat, a tin of tongue, and 
a tin of sardines. For the car they had 
three spare tins of petrol. 


THE BEGINNING OF FEAR. 
After passing the Pyramids they got out 
of the car and began to hunt the gazelles, 
which subsist on the scanty herbage of 
the desert. At half-past ten in the morn- 
ing they decided to return to Cairo, but 
while they were on the way one of the 
sportsmen suggested that the trip should 
be prolonged, as the weather was favour- 
able. The guide opposed this scheme, 
saying that he did not know the route 
suggested. 
An hour later the party had a good 
meal, and, as they intended to return to 
Cairo the same day, they threw away what 
remained of the provisions. After con- 
tinuing on their way for a while they lost 
sight of the Pyramids, owing to the many 
sandhills in this region between which 
the car had to twist and ‘turn. 
Night came on, and still there was no 
sign of Cairo, and with the darkness-came 
the thought which had struck terror into 
the hearts of unnumbered voyagers over 
the burning sands—“ Lost.”’ 


HOW THE GUIDE ESCAPED. 
Their supply of petrol was exhausted, 
so the sportsmen decided to spend the 
night in the car. 
When day dawned they set off to search 
for the right route, each man going in a 
different direction. i 
The guide, who apparently did not know 
the ground at all, suggested that he should 
make in what he thought was the direc- 
tion of Gizeh to obtain water and pro- 
visions. He was, however, completely lost. 
After wandering about for two days he 
fell in with a caravan of bedouins, with 
whom he trekked to Magagha, whence he 
returned to Cairo by train and informed 
the authorities. Camel corps and motor 
patrols were hastily organised, and, 
accompanied by ihe guide, set forth to 
search for the missing men, but without 


success 


DAYS OF TORMENT. 
The three sportsmen watched the guide 
disappear among the sandhills, and then, 
feeling that help was not far off, they 
drank what remained of the water in the 
car's radiator. PS 
The hours passed, and the pitiless sun 
beat down upon the burning sand as the 
men cowered for shelter under the shadow 
of the car. 
The night passed, and another day - of 
tormenting thirst dragged slowly by. 
By Sundey night it seemed clear that 
their only hope of life lay in trying to 
find their own way back to civilisation, 
and so, on Monday morning, they decided 
to walk in what they thought. was the 
direction of the Pyramids. 


A GHASTLY EXPEDIENT. 

The heat was terrible, and to allay 
their «hirst they gashed their arms and 
sucked the blood. For three days they 
trudged over the burning sand, with only 
desert herbs to allay the hunger which 
was now added to their torments. By 
Wednesday they reached the well-named 
“ Hell Ravine,’’ where they flung them- 
selves down in a cave to escape the rays 
of the sun. Thereby they probably pro- 
longed their sufferings, for aeroplanes 
which searched the region from the air at 
first failed to discover them. 
Qn Thursday morning an agonising 
death seemed inevitable, and suicide a 
welcome release. It was proposed that 
one of the sportsmen should shoot the 
ether and the chauffeur with a revolver 
and then blew out his own brains. This 
plan would have been carried out but for 
the strenuous opposition of the chauffeur, 
who urged that they must wait to the last 
and pray. to God for help.

At about. ten o'clock. in the 
morning (Friday last) they again heard 
the drone above, and saw a plane coming 
in their direction. 

By this time they were so weak that it 
was only by a supreme effort that one of 
them managed to signal with a handker- 
chief tied io a rifle. The machine was 
flying very low, and he was observed by 
the airmen,-who landed close to him. 


ALMOST CRAZY. 


The man was clad in a shirt, and 
seemed to have been driven crazy by his | 
sufferings, and when the rescuers entered 
the cave. they found the two others both 
raked, and with all the appearance of 
madmen. Saline injections were given to 
them on the spot, and they were carried 
out on strotchers to the aeroplane, in 
which they were whisked away to the 
Heliopolis Aerodrome, outside Cairo. 
Hither their relatives, who had almost 
given ther: up for dead, were soon 
brought. The three men are now well on 
the way to recovery, and are full of grati- 
tude for the untiring éfforts: of the Royal 
Air Force, which rescued them trom a 
terrible death.

BUSH FIRES IN NEW 
SOUTH WALES. 


ONE MILLION POUNDS 
DAMAGE,

SYDNEY, Monday. 
Yesterday was one of the most un- 
pleasant days in the history of New South 
Wales. A blistering north-westerly wind, 
blowing at 63 miles an hour, swept over 
the State, taking the roofs off hundreds of 
houses and uprooting trees. 
Bush fires added to the acute danger in 
several districts, particularly in the Blue 
Mountains, where smoke and dust com- 
pletely obscured the ‘view. In one spot 
the flames leaped across the road, and two 
motorists collided’ head-on owing to the 
blinding smoke and dust. 
A few minutes later thirty cars were 
mixed in a confused group, but no further 
accidents occurred. 
A ring of bush fire a mile long sur- 
rounded the Cumberland Paper Mills at 
Lane Cove yesterday morning, “and all 
efforts failed to save the mills, which flared 
up’ and burned fiercely in the afternoon 
and evening. Three thousand tons of coal 
were set on fire, and virtually the whole 
of the extensive works, which were fitted 
with modern plant and covered several 
acres of ground, were destroyed. 
No loss of life has been reported up to 
The total damage is now 
estimated at one million pounds. 
A bush fire in the Woy Woy district 
suddenly swept down and along the beach, 
destroying thirty-one houses, mostly 
belonging to week-end residents. 
The secretary of.the Cumberland Paper 
Mills states that their loss, which amounts 
to about a quarter of a million, is fully 
covered by insurance. | 


THREE KILLED IN 
TRAIN EXPLOSION,

MYSTERIOUS OCCURRENCE

Three passengers were killed and eight 
injured as the result of a mysterious ex- 
plosion which occurred yesterday on an 
Allahabad train at Manmad, in the 
Bombay Presidency. 

The cause of the explosion has not yet 


been explained, and the Manmad 
Correspondent of the Bombay Evening 
News says that the authorities are 
reluctant to make a statement on the 
subject. 


It is strongly rumoured in Manmad, 
however, that the explosion was caused 
by a bomb which was being conveyed to 
Bombay in connection with the forthcom- 
ing visit of the Simon Commission. 

The correspondent adds that there is 
no evidence, direct or indirect, to show 
the connection of the explosion with the 
Commission, but that there are circum- 
Stances giving support to the popular 
belief that the explosion was due to the 
bursting of a bomb. 

It was at first reported that Sir 
Sankaran Nair, who is Chairman of the 
Indian Centra] Committee, and has been 
appointed to sit with the Simon Commis- 
sion, was travelling on the train on which 
the explosion occurred, but it was later 
learned that Sir Sankaran was not among 
the passengers.

“If we can only avoid a war involving 
the big nations for the next twenty years, 
then the League of Nations will have 
established itself, and I believe that future 
wars wil] be avoided.”* This. was the 
opinion expressed by Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
Minister for Finance, to an Irish .Times 
representative yesterday, when asked to 
give some account of the happenings at the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, which 
has just concluded its deliberations at 
Geneva. ! 

Mr. ‘Blythe was the principal repre- 
sentative of the Irish Free State at the 
Assembly. 

This was his second visit to Geneva, 
the Minister stated. After his first ex- 
perience there he had come away with the 
feeling that the League of Nations was of 
some value, but on this occasion he was 
perfectly convinced that the League was 
the instrument by which the nations would 
be enabled to settle international disputes 
without resort to war. The very fact that 
leading statesmen representative of forty 
countries met on a common ground at 
Geneva, and, apart from their discussions 
in the Assembly, had the opportunity of 
meeting each other, and exchanging 
views in an atmosphere of friendly social 
intercourse, must of itself have a beneficial 
effect on the relations between the different 
countries. i 

How full of hope and encouragement 
this understanding is can be appreciated 
from the fact that the principal issue of 
this year’s assembly has been the passage 
of what the Minister described as a piece 
of quasi-legislation for the settlement of 
international disputes by conciliation, 


in 
. ul 


arbitration or judicial proceedings. This 
he regarded as the first. real step towards 
the building up of that code of interna- 


tional laws which will eventually make the 
League the world’s tribunal. 


TOWARDS WORLD PEACE. —. 
Heretofore treaties between countries 
had been negotiated by plenipotentiaries 
of the countries involved, and in practice 
represented the best bargains that could 
be made. The new system, which the 
League sought to have established, put an 
end to the old practice of bargaining. 
With a view to devising some method of 
settling questions of international law, the 
League had examined three model treaties 
tabled by the representatives of Greece, 
Belgium and Czecho-Slovakia, and from 
this had evolved one general scheme under 
which the nations pledged themselves to 
settle their disputes. He thought that 
they had madé a great step forward 
towards world peace when they had the 
League passing what amounted to quasi- 
legislation under which countries agreed 
to accept, adhere to and be bound by the 
proposals of the Assembly sitting at 
Geneva. That was really the line along 
which progress would be made towards the 
creation of a real Court of International 
Law. At The Hague this year there 
would be held a conference for the 
codification of international law. There 
was at present some mere codifica- 
tion, of existing law, but a complete 
and satisfactory code of international Jaw 
would only be achieved when the nations 
at Geneva agreed to certain new things 
and accepted them as international- law. 
The League attaches great importance to 
the codification of international law, and 
they could not hope to make any material 
advance towards the prevention of war 
until they had an International Court of 
Justice, before which countries would be 
prepared to go with a willingness to accept 
its decisions. 
Having regard to this, he believed that 
the League had brought off a big achieve- 
ment this year by getting this quasi- 
legislation accepted. It was a proof of the 
growth of international public opinion at 
Geneva, where even the big nations wanted 
to to stand well with the crowd. 

HIS TARIFFS SPEECH. 

The social side of the League, in Mr. 
Blythe’s opinion, was almost as important 
as the formal work of the assembly. It 
enabled deiegates there to meet and treat 
with one another on a personal basis, and 
not merely as ciphers. Referring to the 
work of the Economic Committee, Mr. 
Blythe said that it was extremely valu- 
able, and the only reason why he entered 
any caveat in respect of tariffs was that 
he felt that there was a tendency on the 
part of some people, who had experience 
of the disadvantages of “ Protection run 
mad,’’ to push the thing further in the 
other direction. 

The Minister said that he was surprised 
to find that France exercised a very great 
influence with the smaller European and 
South American countries, but the Scandi- 
navian representatives—the delegates from 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland and 
Holland—weré ‘‘ the salt of the League.” 
They were the most independent and 
critical representatives, had no axe to 
grind, and were imbued only with their 
desire to strengthen the League. For 
some reason or other, probably because 
of their recent struggle for freedom, the

Captain Brown’s aeroplane, with only 
one wing crumpled, remained in the air 
for several minutes, while he fought a 
masterly, but losing, duel with death. 

In a spiralling dip he managed to 
straighten out the wing by wind pressure, 
but after again attaining an even keel he 
attempted to land, and the wing folded up 
completely.

The Press criticises in strong terms the 
System which enahled such a hoax -to 
succeed. The broadcasting authorities state 
that the official whose duty it was to listen 
to addresses and disconnect speakers break- 
ing the rules of broadcasting was kept busy 
on the telephone during Herr Schulz’s 
speech. This presumably also was arranged 
by the Communists. | 

The broadcasting officials seem to have 
been the last to learn, as a result of tele 
phone calls from the public, that anything 
was wrong. The official concerned has been 
suspended.

BALDOCK’S BAD TACTICS.

HILL BEATEN IN FOURTEENTH 
ROUND. 
Teddy Baldock, Ponlar, the bantam-weight 
champion, defeated Mick Hill, another Lon- 
doner, in the fourteenth round of a contest 
scheduled for fifteen rounds at the Ring, 
London, last evening, the referee stopping the 
contest. 
As an entertainment the- match was 
eminently successful, but the same could not 
be said of it as a display of boxing. Baldock 
gave the impression that he has gone back a 
lot since winning the championship, and, 
though quick enough with a beautife! left. 
and seldom missing opportunities to follow un 
any advantage this gave him, his footwork 
was comparatively poor. Consequently, in- 
stead of being master of the situation, as he 
should have been when opposed to a less skil- 
ful boxer. though a rugged and determined 
fighter. Baldock took a lot of punishment 
before he won. 
Hill had an obvious advantage in height 
and reach, but Baldock’s speed was tlie 
dominating factor at the opening. Hill, how- 
ever, preferred to fight at close quarters, and 
forced his way in quite early to deliver some 
heavy body punches. Baldock’s speed would 
have allowed him to fight from a distance, 
where he: obviously held a big advantage, 
but, instead of doing so, he tried to mix 
matters. 
Hill did some more good work at lose 
quarters, while Baidock took some dangerous 
risks, though delivering some good punches. 
In the tenth round Baldock ran into a right 
hook, and was so badly shaken that he hung 
on, but the yeferee stepped into the ring, and 
Baldock had to save himself with his left 
hand.
